This is one of the dumbest films ot the year 


Senator Linda J. Melconian today announcea mar 
the long awaited Western Massachusetts gaining 
Academy will soon be a reality. The Senate Ways & 
Means Committee's Fiscal 1984 budget rewjmenda- 
tions provide for a funding level of $210,796, which 
will allow the academy to begin its operations in 
September as planned. 

The proposed Senate budget amount has been 
restored to the full funding level recommended by 
Governor Dukakis in his original budget request. 

However, in his revised budget request, Governor 
Michael Dukakis had recommended a delay in starting 
the law enforcement training program at this new 
facility from September 1983 to September 1984, and 
had reduced the request by $70,000. 

The House Ways & Means Committee had sup¬ 
ported the Governor's recommended cut, but in a suc¬ 
cessful floor amendment sponsored by State Represen¬ 
tative Michael Walsh, and supported by the entire 
Western Mass, legislators, funding was restored to the 
original $210,000. 

"If the proposed Senate budget for the academy re¬ 
mains intact on the Senate floor, there will be no need 
for a conference on the question of the Western 
Massachusetts Training Academy," said Melconian 
She added, "I have worked very closely with the Senate 
Ways & Means Committee to assure that the academy 
would be funded at an appropriate level to begin its 
program this fall. We have been waiting five years tor 
the opportunity to professionally handle the police 
training needs of our four western counties. Hopefully, 
with this facility we can move forward with the 
technical resources necessary to operate a crime 
laboratory which will service the needs of Western 
Massachusetts. The entire Western Massachusetts 
delegation deserves credit for this effort." 

The Senate Budget Proposal also includes an oppor 
tunity for the training academy to increase its revenues 
and to expand its operation through the adoption and 
collection of fees from the communities which par¬ 
ticipate in the program and services of the academy. 
This so called "chargeback" system would allow the 
academy to submit to the House and Senate Commit 
tees on Ways & Means a proposed schedule of fees to 
be charged to municipal governments for the training 
of police recruits. The fee schedule may be expended 
in an amount up to $75,000 Community support for 
the fee schedule would have to be adopted by the local 
councils.

Is TV Healthy This Summer? 

The heat of this past week prepares us for summer. 
Are we adequately prepared for the increased leisure 
time of summer? How will we use it? Chances are, we II 
spend a lot of it in front of our televisions. In 1981 the 
average home TV was on for more than 6 hours per 
day, much of it during the summer. 

As Christians who watch television, we should be 
aware of the fact that television nourishes a certain 
non-Christian way of looking at life. Compared to the 
real world, the TV world has a disproportionate percen¬ 
tage of people involved in law enforcement, fewer 
children and old people, and a greater likelihood that a 
person will encounter personal violence. Compared to 
the real world, the existence of a personal God reveal¬ 
ed in Christ and healthy people who follow him is 
almost non-existent. Recent studies by the University 
of Pennsylvania indicate that heavy TV viewers (in¬ 
cluding children) tend to think that the world is the way 
TV shows it to be. They tend to be mistrustful of 
others, and are more afraid than others of meeting 
criminal violence. It seems obvious that this "TV 
world" of mistrust, fear, and faithlessness is not a 
healthy environment for one's faith in our Lord to grow 
and develop. Rather, it would seem that the TV view of 
life at least provides some small nourishment for a 
non-Christian world view. 

In order to counterbalance this influence this sum¬ 
mer, let's try to tame the TV habit. Let's make choices 
(for ourselves and for our children) about what to 
watch, rather than letting the program of the moment 
grab us." Let's apply this specific word from God to 
help us in our TV decisions: "Whatever is true, 
whatever is honorable, whatever is just, whatever is 
pure, whatever is lovely, whatever is gracious, if there 
is any excellence, if there is anything worthy of praise, 
think about these things" (Philippians 4:8 - someone 
has suggested hanging this verse in the upper corner of 
your TV as a reminder!) And let's evaluate what we 
have watched in the light of the Word of Him who is 
the Lord of all reality. _

Don't Get Burned Up Over Smoke 

About once each hour, one American dies in a fire. 
What kills the vast majority of them? Surprisingly, not, 
the fire itself. Most fire fatalities are due to asphyxia¬ 
tion. Victims succumb to smoke and toxic gases - often 
rooms away from the fire itself. 

When fire burns, partially-burned combustion by¬ 
products and complex chemicals are released into the 
air. Because they are hot, they rise. Some of these 
materials, like carbon monoxide, take the place of ox¬ 
ygen in the bloodstream. Others sear the lungs or func¬ 
tion like a poison when they enter our systems. 

So if you are there when fire strikes, your behavior 
should be designed to protect you against smoke. How 
to do this? 

The key is two paragraphs above. Being hot, the 
gases and chemicals that make up smoke tend to rise. 
The smoke six feet above the floor can be thick enough 
to kill you with one breath - yet there will still be 
breathable air at floor level. So stay low in smoke, and 
crawl to safety. , 

Here are some other tips for reducing smoke dangers 
in your home. 

Buy, install and maintain one or more smoke detec¬ 
tors. Install at least one smoke detector in every level 
of your home. 

Your first detector belongs on the ceiling in the 
hallway outside your sleeping area. Additional detec¬ 
tors can be centrally located in the other living areas of 
your home. Be sure you test your smoke detectors mon¬ 
thly. Keep the face of your smoke detector clean and 
most importantly, keep the batteries fresh. Many 
authorities prefer battery-powdered smoke detectors to 
electric models because the electric model may fail in 
the event of a power failure, and can be unplugged ac¬ 
cidentally. 

Properly installed, a smoke detector should warn you 
of fire long before dangerous levels of smoke build up. 

Have a working smoke detector in your house 
-several are even better. And if fire does strike, crawl 
along the floor to escape. These simple behaviors can 
help protect you from smoke, "the silent killer."

One of the largest roller coasters in the United 
States, the Riverside CYCLONE, is nearing completion 
at Riverside Park.

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Buy Native Asparagus!!! 

Asparagus is a fast growing crop. This means it can 
be picked fresh daily. The freshness is indicated by the 
bright green color and close, compact tips with a pur¬ 
ple tinge. The green color should be extended almost 
the entire length of the spear. Stalks that are straight, 
brittle, and easily punctured are of good quality. Avoid 
asparagus that has wilted appearance and spreading 
tips. 

For the best flavor and nutrition, use asparagus as 
soon as you buy it. One pound makes four servings If 
you must store it, bend the spear just below the green 
portion. The white, woody part will snap right off. 
Wash the spears in cold, running water and pat dry. 
Store in the coldest part of the refrigerator with a damp 
paper towel wrapped around the base of the bunch. 

Young, tender asparagus requires only a short time 
to cook. To avoid overcooking tips, tie the spears 
together and stand them upright in a deep pan filled 
two-thirds full with boiling water. A coffee pot, or the 
bottom of a double boiler is good. Cook uncovered for 
5-7 minutes; then cover and let the tips steam for 2-3 
minutes. A tent of aluminum foil makes a good cover. 
The secret is to cook asparagus to the tender-crisp 
stage, and serve while the spears are still bright green. 
Overcooking, indicated by a change to dull green col¬ 
or, means flavor and vitamin loss. 
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Cream shortening and sugar, then add salt and beat 
in egg. Add soda and milk mixture alternately with 
flour (beginning and ending with flour). Stir in rhubarb. 
Pour into a greased 9x13 inch pan. Sprinkle with topp¬ 
ing (recipe follows) and bake in 350° oven for 45 
minutes.

Summer Pet Care 
Tips From SPCA 


This can be the best time of year for enjoying 
companionship, but Massachusetts SPCA has 
prepared a list of potential pet problems which should 
also be kept in mind. 

(1) Preventive Medicine - Most pet owners keep their 
animals indoors during cold weather months, but in 
summer these patterns change, and the chance of con¬ 
tact with other animals increases. Modern vaccines 
protect dogs and cats against a range of contagious 
diseases. Check with your veterinarian to make sure 
that your pet's vaccinations are up to date. 

(2) Travel - In general, cats do not make good travel 
companions, while dogs often enjoy a car ride Don't 
let your dog keep his head outside the car window at 
high speed. Dust and other road debris can be blown in 
his eyes. It is particularly important that the dog be 
tagged and on leash when out of his home territory, 
otherwise, he may be easy to lose and hard to recover 

Each summer, hundreds of dogs suffer heat prostra¬ 
tion when their owners unthinkingly leave them locked 
in parked cars ''for just a few minutes ." Even if the win¬ 
dow is left open a few inches, on a warm day the car's 
interior temperature rises with great rapidity 

Mass. SPCA has printed a supply of "Hot Car" cards 
for those who would like to spread the message about 
the dangers of leaving pets locked in parked cars If 
you see such a situation, leave a card on the wind¬ 
shield. The information it contains will warn the owner 
and prevent this dangerous practice. For a free supply 
of these cards, write to "Hot Car" Cards, Mass.

Conservation Comm. Chairman 
Blasts Engineer Removal 

To Members of Town Council 

I, among many others, was greatly dismayed and in¬ 
credulous to hear of the ill-considered and irresponsi¬ 
ble decision of a majority of the Town Council to deny 
funding for Town Engineer Michael Suprenant's salary 
for the coming fiscal year. A salary of $26,584 - as 
reported in the local newspapers - amounts to approx¬ 
imately one tenth of one percent of a $20,600,000 
budget. 

The loss of Mr. Suprenant's technical expertise plus 
his uncommon devotion to his duties coupled with the 
expense of private outside engineers will cost our town 
much more than $26,584. 

This is indeed a sad event in Agawam's history. Mr. 
Suprenant first learned of his ousting via a radio news 
broadcast while he was working on a town project in 
the early morning hours of Tuesday, June 14, 1983. 

This, of course, does not reflect well on the Town of 
Agawam or its councillors when the light of Tuesday 
morning shines, as it inevitably will, on the deeds that 
were shielded by the velvet darkness of the night 
before. As the old say goes, "There's got to be a morn¬ 
ing after." 

I personally find this episode to be callous, 
despicable, somewhat irregular and abhorrent to all 
commonly accepted Judeo-Christian ethic. 

As chairman of .the Town of Agawam's Conserva¬ 
tion Commission, I have had the opportunity and the 
honor to work with Michael Suprenant. His dedication 
to his responsibilities and his technical knowledge and 
his knowledge of the town have been most impressive. 
He has worked late on more occasions than not, 
without compensation. 

He has spent untold nights at public hearings and 
Conservation Commission and Planning Board 
meetings He has been invaluable to the Conservation 
Commission, going over engineering plans with us 
laymen, patiently explaining, suggesting, and at times 
correcting us in a nice way. 

He has accompanied us on countless on-site inspec¬ 
tions and has been readily available for consultation, 
always within the bounds of his jurisdiction No private 
engineering firm will do all of these things and for what 
they do the cost will be much greater than it was with 
the town engineer. 

The functions of the Conservation Commission have 
been dealt a severe blow as have, I am sure, many 
other functions with the Town Hall. We will now have 
to issue denials of Orders of Conditions and Cer¬ 
tificates of Compliance because we do not have the 
necessary engineering expertise and experience that 
were available in Michael Suprenant. Perhaps the town 
would see fit to hire a conservation officer? 


I also found Michael Suprenant to be a superb town 
employee in that besides the dedication and 
knowledge that he brought to the job, he always seem¬ 
ed to stay well within the bounds of propriety in a 
politically volatile atmosphere. 

The town manager and I have had differences of opi¬ 
nion in the past and probably will in the future. But in 
this matter, I must agree with him one hundred percent. 
There will indeed be a void created in the town's 
engineering needs. 

It is absolutely ludicrous to believe that the Com¬ 
munity Planning/Development Department can fill this 
void. Mrs. Dachos is intelligent and a good worker but 
she has other functions to manage. She can do just so 
much and she is not an engineer There really is very 
little resemblance between the Town Engineer's 
responsibilities and thpse of the town planner. They 
must complement each other, as they did before the 
late night debacle of June 13, 1983. 

I will not even ask if it is possible, or suggest that the 
decision be reversed and Michael Suprenant retained. 

If I were him I would not stay. He deserves much better 
than what he received and we do not deserve him.

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SENATE REPORT

$200 More For Non-Working Spouses 

The battleground for adoption of the FY84 state 
budget has now shifted to the Senate. 

As a preliminary to its consideration of the budget, 
the Senate adopted this week Governor Dukakis's 
Revenue Enhancement and Protection Program. This 
$118 million package will help to off-set projected 
budget deficits, estimated at approximately $200 
million. 

Durings its consideration of the Revenue Enhance¬ 
ment and Protection Program, the Senate adopted an 
amendment based on a bill, SI647, which I filed for 
this legislative session. This amendment will correct 
an inequity in the Massachusetts personal income tax 
law, which occured last year when personal income tax 
deductions were increased by $200. 

Inadvertently, this increase was not given to non¬ 
working spouses at that time; the bill which I filed and 
the amendment to the Reap Package will now raise 
that marital deduction from $800 to $1000 on returns 
filed j.rintly. 

"The non-working spouse is usually a woman and a 
homemaker; it is totally wrong to presume that she is 
not a taxpayer or is unemployed." 

The State Department of Revenue reports that 1981 
figures indicate 290,752 income tax returns were filed 
where zero income was earned by the wife; 49,710 
forms showed that the husband earned no income. The 
revenue department estimated that close to 350,000 
non-working spouses will be affected by this legislation 
in 1983. 

There was no opposition in the Senate to this amend¬ 
ment, which was accepted as a voice vote. This pro¬ 
posal will not create any significant revenue loss to the 
state. _

This year's Agawam High School yearbook, the 
Sachem, has captured two of the top awards granted to 
such publications among thirty schools in this area. 

According to yearbook staff advisor David Pulaski, 
this year's publication features 216 pages 9" X 12" in 
size, including the local school's first full color section 
of senior photographs. 

This' outstanding effort, which was coordinated by 
editor Diane Palazzi and assistant editors Richard 
Noyes, Jodi Anderson, and Linda Desmarais, won the 
"Yearbook Excellence Award." The Sachem was one 
of only seven schools in the competition to achieve 
such an honor. The Agawam product was especially 
cited for outstanding achievement in photographic, 
editorial, and preparation of all material. 

In addition to that honor, the Sachem also earned the 
"80% Club Award," a distinct mark of excellence in 
yearbook merchandising. It was the only one of the 
thirty publications to^earn this award. 

According to Pulaski, Agawam High School con: 
sistently demonstrates outstanding success in selling 
yearbooks to at least 80% of the total student body. 
Part of the reason for such success, he feels, is that the 
cost for students has been kept as low as possible. 

This year's publication cost students only $10, 
though the actual cost to produce each copy came to 
just short of $15. Pulaski explains that the Agawam 
High yearbook is not subsidized by any funds from the 
School Department. The cost differential is made up by 
advertising funds and other miscellaneous sources of 
income. 

With its soft leather cover, outstanding color 
photography, and pertinent comments on each aspect 
of school life for the graduating class, it's no wonder 
that this year's Sachem earned such top honors and 
that the great majority of the students at that school 
have enough pride in it to want to own their own copies
